The bottles are numbered on corks No. 1 & 2 & 3 all come for one district, No. 4 from 
another “, No. 5 & 6 from another “. 


All from this county and within 6 miles of this place the “county seat” I would like to 
learn from you which is considered the best quality. I have sent it in this manner as at present I 
have not been able to obtain a crucible to melt it down but hope to do so before shipping any 
more as I have at least 10 lbs more ready for picking up with quicksilver. I will thank you to let 
me know the value — and remit the same to me — through you usual mode — I would like to 
receive payment by Draft payable in Richmond at the Bank, which received the Treasury 
deposits ---
